means it promotes and encreafes the circulation of | 
the fluids, the eafy, free contraction of the arteries, \ 
and the elafticity of the veffels; at ‘the fame time. 
conduces to the attrition, attenuation and motion of 
the blood; hence reftores the natural and ready ex~ 
ercife of the functions of the body, depraved by a 
fuperabundant quantity of humours diftending the _ 
veflels, and clogging the circulation; ‘and -by thefe: 
means relieves, in many and various’ difeafes, and’ 
produces preat changes in the anima! ceconomy. 
Again, the fame remedy will prove of ali others. 
the moft foeedy and efficacious to weaken the action . 


and elafticity of the heart and arteries, and to lower 


the impetus of the circulation ; ‘hefice, in acute, in- 


- flammatory difeafes, where the‘blood is-tco rapidly. 
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and impetuoufly propelled, will aford an immediate 
relief; but if profufely or unfeafonably ufed, where 
there is neither a real plethora, or encreafed impetus 
of the circulation, by lowering the force of the cir- 
culation, will retard the cure of many difeafes; at - 
the fame time greatly relaxes the folids, and leffens 
the he:t of the body, retards the circulation, dimi- 
nifhes the ftrength, diffolves and thins the fluids, 
znd produces leucophlegmatias, dropfies, and innu- 
micrable other evils; whence the body becomes \ - 
weak, infirm, and cache@ic. - 
From, thefe :effeéts we may eafily judge under 
what circumftances venefection can be prejudicial ; 
for as it can only adt by attenuating the fluids, and 
weakening the circulating powers, it will readily 
appear, that where the fluids are already too thin, 
cr the circulation and action of the veflels too lan- 
cuid, blood-letting can be of no advantage, but on 
the contrary may greatly hurt: a few hints then as 
io the impropriety of the evacuatiors under particular 
circumf{tances, may, it is prefumed, be of fervice to 
the young practitioner, to. whom opportunities of . 
remarking the effects of different remedies, in dif-. 
ferent difeafes, may not frequently have occurred. 
And firft, it may happen that even in inflam-. 
matory difeafes, efpecially when they have been of 
fome days continuance, blood-letting may prove 
injurious; for if the pulfe, inftead of being full, high, 
andtenfe, fhould be low, weak, and foft, it will be 
_ expedient to/excite rather than lower the vis vita 5 
and cordials, in this cafe, will be the beft remedies 
to refolve the inflammation. 
The truth of this has been frequently remarked, — 
in pleuritic, peripneumonic, and other indammatory — 
complaints, where the cooling methods have been 
too far infifted on: the powers of nature, and the 
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circulation, being ‘too much weakened, ‘the infdm- 


matory caufe could not be duly eo healed) or Cri- 
tically expelled the body 5 {weat, expectoration, and 
other falutary excretions have been’ checked; con- 
vulfions, deliriums, and the fymptoms of thé low ner- 
vous fever have come on; and, without Nature can 


be properly fupported by the warmth of generous 


medicines, fhe inevitably finks under the weight of 
the difeafe. : 

In fevers, great caution is required to bleed with 
fafety, as innumerable patients have been deftroyed 
by an injudicious ufe of the evacuation. In large 
cities,-and London in particular, the febrile difeafes 
will not in general require the lancet, as they moftly 
verge either upon the low nervous, or the putrid 


_ kind; confequently are to be attempted by cordials, 


and -not by antiphlogiftics. In the country, whcre 
the inhabitants are generally more robuft, and ple- 
thoric, as their fevers are for the moft part of the 
inflammatory kind, evacuations will become ne- 
ceflary, left the fymptoms fhould run fo high as to 
prove immediately injurious to life; but, in truth, 
in London we mutt not be too free with the lancet, 
as great inconveniencies will enfue. It is to be 
feared, that the practice is in much more general 
ufe, than’ of general advantage. 

In the difeafes from a weakened and relaxed fate - 
of the folids, fuch as dropfies, leucophlegmatias, 
cachexies, fuor-albus, hyfterical and hy pochondri- 


acal affections, and nervous complaints in general, 


blood-lettings are manifeftly injurious, and con- 
tradi€t the general intentions of cure; as in thefe 


cafes the blood is for the moft part much attenuated 
’ and diffolved, and.the aétions of the veflels too weak 


and impaired. 
In the difeafes from a Rentasbous gluten, or a’ 
pituitous lentor in the veflels and yilcera, blood- 
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Jetting can be rarely required ;-as in general they $e 


owe their origin to a weak flate of the prima vize ; 


or to a weakened circulation from too rigid a ftate 


of the veffels, the effects of age; and as there are. 
maladies which are not to be remedied by an eva- 


cuation of this kind, it is certainly unneceflary to | 


exbauft the bleod and ftrength of the patient, in any. 


cafe where we can propofe fo little advantage: and. 


hence, in the pituitous apoplexy, and its ufual con- 
fequence the hemiplegia or palfy, as well.as in the 


jaundiee, and all other difeafes from vifcidities, we 


rather hurt than benefit the patient, by drawing 
away blood. Even in the peripneuronia notha,, 


or humoral_afthma, provided there fhould be no 


tendency to inflammation, or indeed in confumptive 


coughs, it is much to be doubted whether thofead- . 


vantages are to be reaped from blood-letting, as. 


have been generally imagined; at leaft my own ob-. 


fervations have not convinced me of it :: for though, - 
I can readily grant that the refpiration has been. 


eafier and. freer for fome hours after the operation,. 
which indeed muft neceflarily. follow from a de- 
pletion of the veffels in general, of confequence of. 
the lungs likewife; yet, in a day or two, the 
dyfpneea will return with aggravated violence, fre= 
quently attended with fwelled legs, and other 
fymptoms, from.an impoverifhed ftate of the fluids : 
nor does it appear that frequent blood-lettings, in a 
confirmed confumption, are of that fervice we fhould 
be induced to believe, from fo great an authority as. 
that of Dr. Mead. as,. for the moft part, they only, 
tend to weaken the patient, and haften him to.

_ In fhort, in all cafes from a relaxed ftate of the 
folids, a diflolved ftate of blood, and’ a weak, lan- 
guid circulation, blood=letting ditt be dyoider. as 
encreafing all the fymptoms, and contrary to al the 
batentions of cure... | 
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LISTERING plaifters, finapifms, and fuch 

like ftimulating applications, are prejudicial 

in an acrimonious’ and colliquative flate of the 
_ blood; neither are they to be ufed in juicy and 
-plethoric bodies, and fuch as are over-crammed 
with humours, unlefs the veflels are firft cleared; 
either by bleedings, if the indications require it; 
or by a fevere diet: for while the humours. are 
crowded, or move rapidly in the blood-veffels, the 
fecretion of the fluids is performed either with 
difficulty, or in a morbific way: for, by the rules 
of mechanics, a due fecretion requires not only 
clear pores, and a proportioned refiftance of the 
folids, but likewife a proportional motion, and 
quantity of the fluid that is to be ftrained out ; and 
if either of thefe conditions be wanting, the fe- 
cretion will be.carried on in a preternatural way ; 
the ftimuli, or pungent particles of bliftering me- 
dicines, raife in the fluids a greater fermentation, 
turgefcency, and rapidity ; and in the folids a fort 
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of lively vibration: fo that, if the humours are too | 
' plentiful in the veffels, or are raifed by violent fer—. 
mentation to the highelt degree of turgefcency, by , 
which means they outdo the refiftance of the folids, - 
and varioufly pull, extend, and twift the fibres of 


the vifcera; it is no wonder if foon after, we meet 


with ruptures of the veflels, and dangerous congef- 


tions of the fluids; athing that daily experience fuf- 
ficiently proves. For after an indifereet and un- 
feafonable ufe of bliftering plaifters, there is nothing 
more frequent than an exa{peration of the fever, de- 
liriums, inflammations of the vifcera, convulfive 
motions, fpontaneous hemorrhages, and the like; 
which after all, would not happen, if fuch remedies 
were not prefcribed tiJl after the clearing of the 
blood-veflels by the means of bleeding ; for after the 
humours are difengaged, and circulate in more 
room, it is impoflible then for any fermentation, or 
turgefcency, excited by fuch medicines, to load the 
folid parts, or make way for the coagulation and 
{tagnation of the fluids. _ 

from what has been faid, we may conclude, 


That the principal difeafes in which bliftering 


plaifters are more proper than in others, are, ma- 
Jignant fevers, arifing from the coagulation and. 
vifcidity of the humours, fevers accompanied with. 
a low pulfe, coldnefs of the extreme parts, and vaft 
anxiety, threatening a defluxion upon the lungs, or 
any other noble part, or upon the noftrils, eyes, 
throat, breaft, Gc.;-fixed and tearing pains in any 
part; fome cutaneous difeafes and erratic pains, 
convulfions without fevers, epilepfies, and {uch 
other diforders of the nerves; and, in a word, all. 


cafes in which it is proper to diflolve, twitch, . 


move off by derivation, excite, or the like; with 
due regard to the genius of the difeafe, and the 
dictates of experience. “Thus, where a difficulty of 
i b.eathing,, 
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breathing, anda ftoppace of expectoration come orm 
at any time in ‘pleuritic or peripneumonic difor- 
ders, bliftering plaifters applied to the legs, afford: 
prefent relief ;:and.in diforders of the face, and \ 
_ eyes, blifters are equally uleful, if applied to the 
nape of the neck. During the ufe of blifters, dilut-. 
ing liquors ought to be drank in great plenty.

To obviate any liablenefs to inflammatory diforders _ 


of the urethra or genital parts, it is of great impor- 
tance that the patient fhould live temperately, and 
even obferve a cooling regimen, during the whole 
treatment. 


After the bougies have been ufed for a month or, 


fix weeks, the difeharge procured by them, ‘gradually 
Jeflens; though fome degree of running will gene- 
-rally continue, as long as they are employed. In 

order, therefore, to determine whether or no the 
ulcers are healed, it will be neceflary, towards the 
clofe of the cure, (that is, when the difcharge is 
become very fmall) to difcontinue the ufe of the 
bougies for fome days. If the ulcers are healed, 
and the difcharge is only the effect of an increafed 
fecretion, from the irritation of the bougie ; upon 
removing fuch irritation, the running will foon 
dry up'and difappear: on the other hand, if the 
ulcers are not healed, the gleet will fill nosis
